OTORING north from Belleville to 

Bancroft I stopped in a little village 

called Eldorado, an affalr of a gas 

pump, a general store and a black- 
smith shop. i 

“Eldorado!” ¥ exclaimed, “What a ro- 
mantic name for a farming community, 
scrabbling, no doubt, a hard Uving on the top 
of rocks. It suggests the land of the Incas, 
Cobalt, Porcupine. They must have been poet- 
ical optimistic farmers who dreamed of a for- 
tune in hay and turnips.” - 

“The fellows who settled here,” sald my 
companion, “dreamed of a fortune in gold. 
When that did not materialize they stayed be- 
hind to farm, Right near is the first gold dis- 
covery in Ontario, forty years before a drill 
went into Porcupine. And there actually was 
some gold, \It was a short-lived Eldorado.” 

I was on my way to Bancroft to look at 
Ontario's rival to the Carrara and Parian mar- 
ble quarries, En route, I stumbled on ancient 
gold. But before I left Hastings county and 
its numerous Eldorados, I came to the conclu- 
sion that there is more gold in the marble 
than In the gold. 

We went across snowy fields to the melan- 
_choly remains of the Richardson mine, the 
precursor of Porcupine. It was only a weather 
beaten shaft house, a deep hole in the ground, 
full of bats and blasted hopes. 

But Eldorado may be a phenix. It may rise 
from the gray ashes of the disillusioned past 
and its gas pump may become a score or even 
fifty. That Richardson mine, I was assured by 
hopefal Eldorado folk, still contains gold, plenty 
of It, but it is polsoned gold, 

It Is full of arsenic. A wedding ring from 

"t would almost certainly in the end bo thrown 
nto the river at Reno, The arsenic, I was told, 
‘annot be profitably extracted. Every now and 
then some chemist thinks he has solved the 
aroblem and there is a brief flutter of finan- 
cial interest in Eldorado. [t is not dead, many 
people believe, but merely dormant, 

But X saw two of these old gold holes that 
were obviously as dead as the craters of ex~- 
tinct volcanoes. Two of them were near Ac- 
tinolite on the edge of the highway being con- 
itructed to Ottawa. 

Aiaround me dynamite was exploding. 
But the workmen were blasting country rock, 
not gold rock. They would not waste a stick 
on elther of the gold holes. 

One was a deep open boring Into a high 
cliff. I scrambled up the hifiside and peered

Sawing a Cord of Wood in a Day 


Older and Modern Views on Subject 4 


“John-nen-n-e-e! John-n-n-n-e-e!” SA 
shrill. voice, with rising inflection splits the 
till summer alr. 

Two small boys stop their play for a moni- 
ent to listen again for the call that seems to 
come from the old fashloned kitchen of the 
country farm house. Boy-like they procrast- 
inate. They know full well what that roice 
means, 

“John-n-n-n-e-e:" Impatience in the voice 
this time, which also rises two notes higher. 

“Yes'm,” and one small boy drags pain- 
fully in the direction of the kitchen door. Only 
too well he knows what that call is meant for. 

The woodbox needs filling again. Good. 
solid hardwood billets cut in stove lengths for 
that repeclons old dire-eating monster that 
seems to devour wood faster than it can be 
lugged in. And what work feeding that thing! 
Arm-weary, leg-weary,-back-acking work to 
not only carry the wood in, but cut it into 
lengths short enough to fit the firebox of the 
roaring kitchen stove. 

Wearlly one small boy approached the 
large cord-wood pile that seems to stretch a 
mile high, and miles longer. Good and hard, 
knotty and tough wood that lies in long lengths 
—too long to handle easily. Near by stahds a 
saw-horse, scarred and nicked, veteran of many 
a hard fought cord of wood that has been 
dragged in on sieighs from the “back two- 
hundred” In the dead of winter, behind a stout 
team of steaming horses, later to be wrestled 
Into stove lengths with 2 stouter buck-saw and 
a pair of weary hands, 

There are ways and ways of sawing this 
wood, as any country boy can tell you. On some 
farms dad had a portable saw rigged up to 
cut the wood into lengths, with no more effort 








than feeding the wood te.the whining teeth. 
On other farms there is more than one boy 
old enough to Hold one end of a cross-cut saw 
without dragging on it. But, on farms where 
only one small boy bears the brunt. of the 
wood-cutting, the buck-saw is brought into 
sturdy use. . 

There have been many stout Imbed boys 
in this district once on farms, who still tell the 
story—and stick to it—that they mind the time 
when, with only their own two arms and a lot 
of determination, they have been able to cut 
into stove lengths, a cord of that tough wood 
in the short part of a day. -Others forward the 
claim they have been able to do the same job 
in the early part of a morning. The discus- 
sion waxes loud and long. Memory, it ts 
claimed, has only helped shorten the time of 
the latter’s accomplishments, 

Forty years ago, says the old time printer 
in the composing . it could be done in a 
day. If there was some other boy of the 
neighborhood on the other end of the buck- 
saw to help you, the time could be shortened 
a whole lot; and of course with a cross-cut 
saw two men or boys could go through a cord 
In practically no time, 

For the above statements there have been 
ample witnesses who declare that the cord of 
wood can be cut in a day at least, with a buck- 
saw, and to the experienced wood cutters of the 
maple billets, in considerably less time. Cedar, 
and the rest of the softer woods can be ripped 
through with Httle more effort than it takes 
to “cut butter”, 

There is no admiration in the heart of your 
true buck-saw expert for “soft woods”. Give 
him a stout bit of maple or Ironwood and a 
buck-saw, to ralse an appetite’ for breakfast.

At Actinolite, I‘saw an attempt to 
cash in on the Hastings treasure house by 
means of another magic powder, ground ac- 
tinolite rock, which mixed with tar, makes an 
impermeable roof covering, and combined with 
cement, a splendid flooring.

I was also shown outcroppings of slate, 
miles of it. I could split it in its natural state, 
with a jack-knife as a lever, into thin flat 
slices, good enough for any rocf. 

On my way home I dropped in on Mr. 
Nagent to acquaint him with my geological 
survey of his treasure house. 1 told him that 
I had found no gold, but had seen plenty of 
marble, talc, slate and actinolite. 

“The non-metallic rocks,” said he. “They 
are, perhaps, the county’s best mining ventare 
at‘the moment.

So you see that its qualities are appreciated.”

The making of an excavation 
for a foundation and the erection 
of the building have a great at- 
traction for the majority of 
persons, and it is a common 
sight, when such work is going 
on, to see many people watching 
the operations, Busy people, who 
have not timo to Unger, will 
stop for 2 few minutes to hare

It has been said of Burns that 
no man ever had so great a command of 
“moods as the ploughman and the excise- 
man who found time to write, as the bird 
‘on the bough sings, because he must. The 
softest moods of childhood, the tenderness 
“and wistfulness of love, the romping 
strength of a robust manhood, the fears 
and flutterings of a gentle heart, and the 
‘ashing of a tongue in absolute command 
of the Janguage of attack, were all his. 
The transition from one mood to another 
‘is in Burns the most rapid in all poetry. 
This is a sign of the master. 

If Burns’ poetry is great it is because 
‘his human sympathy was great. He was 
first and foremost a man. Lord Rose- 
bery says Burns’ appeal is to the imag- 
ination and to the affections as few who 
have ever lived and the secret is his inspir- 
ation and his sympathy. Him he links 
“with Shakespeare for sheer inspiration. 
He says hig poetry, great as it is, is but a 
fragment of Burns, his fascinating conver- 
sation, his spontaneous argument and his 
unstudied poignancy of brilliant repartee, 
showing his true greatness even more than 
his poetry. . He notes the universality of 
Burns’ talents and then turns ‘to his sym- 
pathies, remarking on a story of Burns 
who said of an early morning walk, ‘that 
the sight of so many smoking cottages 
gave a pleasure to his mind which none

He was left an orphan 
in childhood and saw needy days, went on 
a sailing ship and saw the sea: though 
never a sailor, became a farm laborer in 
the United States, a baker’s assistant, and 
a carpet factory worker, but he worked 
hard at night, read and wrote. Chaucer 
was his earliest love and Yeats is his mo- 
dern master. He was married in 1903 and 
his flow of poetry and novels has followed 
steadily. ._He touches life and he. is there- 
fore qualified as an interpreter of life. 
Some of the most rugged work in modern 
literature is his. 

To have this modern minstrel touring 
Canada is an honor, — If his visit will sti- 
mulate Canadian interest in poetry, it will 
have achieved one of the greatest benefits 
which could come to a nation.
